Police in riot gear baton-char- 
ged about 3(K) I^lestinian prote- 
sters who chanted Islamic 
slogans after Friday prayers in 
the Haram Al Sharif (noble sanc- 
tuary). 

Treated 

A doctor at Mokassed Islamic 
Hospital said about 90 casualties 
were treated there, including two 
dozen men who had been club- 
bed in the rioting and dozens 
suffering the, effects of tear gas. 
Sevei^ police men limped away 
from the clash wounded. 

Police said they arrested right 
protesters, . 

Hie riots tame on a day of 
mourning declared by Palestin- 
ian nationalisl organisations to 
honour 37 Arabs killed by Israeli 
forces since an anti-Israeli upris- 
ing erupted on Dec 9 in the 
occupied West Bank and Gaa 
Strip.

Lebanon to protest their depor- 
tation from Israeli-occupied 
territory, vowed today to return 
to their homes. 

They said th^ would make the 
office ID the Syrian-controUed 
Bekaa Valley their base until 
their plight was solved.

SEOUL, Jan 1 5, (Reuter): South 
Korea threatened "all possible 
forms of retaliation” agmnst the 
North after a young woman con- 
fessed on national television 
today she was a communist agent 
and had blown up an aiiiiner 
with 1 1 5 people on board. 

Kim Hyon-Hui, 26, helped 
plant the bomb on a Seoul- 
bound Korean Air Lines jet on 
the direct orders of Kim Jong-Il, 
son and heir apparent of North 
Korean leader Kim ll-Sung. 
South Korean intelligence 
officials said. 

One of the goals of the Nov 29 
bombing was lo discourage 
foreign countries from taking 
part in the Olympic Games in 
Seoul in Sept, they said. 


The Seoul government placed 
its 600,(X)0-strong armed forces 
on full alert and Information 
Minister Lee Woong-Hee said in 
a statement North Korea “can 
never escape punishment, 
including corresponding 
retaliatory measures, for this 
barbaric terrorist act."

Tanker war hots 


up as Iran 
raids three ships 


DUBAI, Jan 15. (Reuter): Iran- 
ian gunboats attacked a Liberian 
tanker in the southern Gulf 
today just hours after ambushing 
a Norwegian tanker at the 
entrance to the waterway, ship- 
ping sources said. 

They said a US warship con- 
tacted the 36,750-tonne 
Liberian-flag Atlantic Charisma 
after it sent out an emergency call 
that it had been hit IS mil^ off 
the UAE port of Jebel All. 

The attack was the third by 
Iran in two days, signalling a full- 
scale resumption oT the Gulf tan- 
ker war in 1988. 

It followed two unconfirmed 
reports by Iraq that its planes 
had hit two Iranian ships within 
12 hours. 

The shipping sources said the 
captain of the Atlantic Charisma 
had declined an offer of aid by 
the US warship but his vessel was 
losing power. 

“We don't know if he is on fire 
or needs a lug,” one source said. 
It was not known if there were 
casualties. 

The ship was hit close to the 
UAE coast, at 1 530 GMT, sour-« 
cessaid. 

Raked 

Seven hours earlier, Iranian 
gunboats raked the 1 3,524-tonne 
Norwegian liquid petroleum 
carrierl^oo Es|^ with machtn- 
egun and rocket fire as it sailed 
fully loaded out of the Gulf for 
South Korea from the Saudi 
Arabian port of Jubail. 

Two crewmen were slightly 
injured in that attack. 

Reporters in helicopters saw 
the Igloo in the territorial waters 
of Oman and said the fire 
appeared to have been extingui- 
sh^. 

An Omani patrol boat raced to 
the scene and took off the two 
injured men for treatment in the 
Sultanate, they said. The injured 
were taken back on board the gas 
carrier by the patrol boat later 
after they were attended. 

Sailors wearing breathing 
apparatus clambei^ over the 
ship apparently checking for 
possible gas leaks caused by the 
Iranian machine-gun fire. 

Olav Olufsen. a director of the 
Havtor Company in Norway, 
said "none of tbe tanks were hit. 
But there was a fire in the deck 
houses and at the engine.” 


As the tanker war hotted up, 
Tehran's top war spokesman 
said Iranian ^ound forces along 
the front line with Iraq were on 
full alert awaiting the order to 
start a new offensive. 

“We are now in the best posi- 
tion for restoring our rights.” 
Tehran Radio quoted 
Parliamentary Speaker Ali 
Akbar Hashemi Rafsunjani as 
telling a Friday prayers gather- 
ing in Tehran. 

A military spokesman in 
Baghdad said the first air attack 
on a “large naval target” took 
place yesterday evening and the 
second at early this morning, 
according to the official Iraqi 
news agency. 

The raids were designed “to 
stop the Iranians from exploiting 
their oil revenues,” the agency 
quoted the spokesman saying. 

Iran yesterday attacked an 
empty Dutch tanker in retalia- 
tion for a deadly Iraqi raid on 
another tanker in Iranian 
service. 

That strike was the first by 
Iran on shipping in the Gulf since 
Christmas Day. when Iranian 
speedboats attacked the Saudi 
tanker Nejmat el Petrol. 

An Iranian frigate andaspeed- 
boat ambushed the 20.46^ton 
PetrobuUc Pioneer before dawn 
yesterday; cascading rocket- 
propelled grenades and cannon 
and machine gunfire on the help- 
less vessel off the UAE, shipping 
officials said. 

Bullets and shells slammed 
into the superstructure and star- 
board crew quarters. Two 
Filipino crewmen cut their legs 
dunng a frantic dash for cover, 
shipping ofTicials said. 

The frigate fired 4-1 /2-inch 
shells at tbe bull of the tanker and 
opened a bole below tbe 
waterline. Tbe captain report«l 
two boles in his bunker tanks and 
severe damage to tbe engine 
panel. 

The captain of the Petrobulk 
Pioneer, a chemical tanker that 
was apparently bound for 
Bahrain in ballast, refused an 
offer of aid from a nearby lug and 
nursed his ship to anchorage at 
Dubai. There was no apparent 
involvement of US naval forces.

Fate depends on number of hearts 

Siamese twins 
alive and kicking 


By Jadranka Porter 

DOCTTORSat Kuwait's Ibn Sina 
hospital were conducting tests 
over the weekend on tbe Siamese 
twins born in Kuwait last week to 
help them determine whether the 
two girls are separable. 

The twins, who weighed 6.2 kg 
at birth, are alive and kicking, 
tiieir pulse is normal and they are 
fed intravenously although they 
can take liquids throu^ their 
mouths. However, because one 
had problems breathing nor- 
mally both are artificially ven- 
tilate. The twins are under con- 
stant ol^rvation. 


According to the head of sur- 
gery department. M.A. Issa. 
their fate depends much on 
whether the twins have two 
hearts, something the X-ray and 
angiocardiography — a heart 
examination by injecting dyed 
fluid into vessels — did not show 
clearly. 

Today the girls, who are joined 


at the chest, will undergo 
ultrasonography, ahai ml ess test 
which relies on sound waves to 
produce a detailed picture of the 
body tissue. If the tesL lo be 
conducted at the Chest Diseases 
Hospital, shows that the two 
babies have one heart then the 
doctors will opt for an operation 
in which the life of one l»by will 
be sacrificed so that tfaeotbercan 
live. 

Each girl has two legs, two 
arms and two lungs as well as an 
oesophagus and tradiea which 
means that they can eat and 
breath separately. 

But doctors have not yet been , 
able to establish whether the 
twins share one liver. This will be 
known after ultrasonography 
has been conducted. 

The twins, bom to an Egyp- 
tian couple who already have got 
four children, stand the brat 
chance of survival if it is found 
that each has a liver and a heart, 
said Dr Issa. 

If the twins have two hearts

Arafat sets conditions for accepting UN resoiution 242 


BAGHDAD, Jan I5,(AP):PLO 
leader Yasser Arafat warned yes- 
terday that Palestinian protests 
in Israeli-held territory would go 
on. but said he would accept 
United Nations resolution 242 if 
Israel and the United States 
dropped opposition to PLO 
attendance at a Mideast peace 
conference. 

But he stressed that the inter- 
national conference must be 
based on all United Nations 
resolutions, including those call- 
ing for Palratinian selT-delermin- 
ation as well as resolution 242 


that calls for recognition of 
Israel's right to exist behind 
secure borders. 

"We would accept 242“ on 
that basis. Arafat said in an 
interview at his heavily guarded 
military headquarters in Bagh- 
dad's southern suburb of 
Jadiriya. 

“As this conference would be 
under UN auspices, that means 
the full legality of ali UN resolu- 
tions, including 242 and 338” 
would be recognised, the PLO 
leader said. 

He said that these resolutions 


must include those passed by the 
UN General Assembly that have 
supported Palestinians' right to 
an independent homeland and 
those calling for an Israeli with- 
drawal from Arab territory 
seized in the 1967 Arab-lsraeU 
war. 

He said lhal to reassure Israel 
about its security alongside any 
Palestinian state, he would allow 
UN troops lo patrol the border 
on Palestinian terrilory. 

l^e United Slates has rejected 
direct negotiations with the PLO 
in Middle East peace efToris. 


But Arafat, clearly linking the 
Palestinian "uprising” in the 
Israeli-held West Bank and Gaza 
with efTorts to Mt an inter- 
national peace conTerence off the 
ground, stressed that the unrest 
demonstrated the Palestinian 
will for an end to the occupation. 

Negotiate 

An Israeli Foreign Ministry 
spokesman accused .Arafat of 
“double talk" after the PLO 
' chairman made his offer. 

Other Israeli government 
ofTicials also reiterated that 


Israel will not negotiate with the 
PLO. 

The PLO proposal "is yet 
another demonstration of the 
double talk of Mr Arafat,” 
Foreign Ministry spokesman 
Ehud Gol said. “We never took 
these statements seriously in the 
past, and we don't take them . 
seriously now." 

Added Avi Pazner, an aide to 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Shamir: 
“l^ere is nothing new in what 
Arafat proposes. He knows per- 
fectly well that Israel is not ready 
to n^oiiate with him."

Other Western embassies said 
privately they could not rule out 
the possibility that it was staged 
by an international terrorist 
group.

“I am happy to visit Syria 
again and to have the chance to 
continue dialogue with Syrian 
ofncials, and follow up impor- 
tant issues connected with inter- 
national policy," Genscher said 
in a statement at Damascus air- 
port. 


Soviets make new offer on limiting missiles 


GENEVA,Jan 15, (Reuter): The 
Soviet Union made new offers on 
cutting superpower intercontin- 
ental nuclear arms by half and 
curbing space weapons at a 
special negotiating session with 
the United States today. 

Sotdet anns delegation leader 
Alexei Obukhov said the new 
proposals covered ways of 
implementing an agreement in 
pnnciple to cut inlerconlinental- 
range weapons by half, to 6,000 
warheads on each side, and limit 
space anns. 

The meeting at the Soviet 


diplomatic mission lasted an 
hour and 40 minutes. It included 
20-strong teams on each side. 
The supeipowens opened their 
ninth round of amts talks yester- 
day. 

President Reagan and Soviet 
leader Mikhail Gorbadiev told 
negotiators to complete a treaty 
to halve strategic, or intercontin- 
ental. nuclear arms as soon as 
possible — preferaUy in time for 
signing at a summer summit in 
Moscow. 

Chief American arms 
negotiator Max Kampelman 


entered the session with Henry 
Cooper, head of the US team on 
long-range arms, and Read Han- 
mer, head of the team discussing 
space and defence weapons. 

US arms delegation spokes- 
man TenyShroeder said the 
Soviets presented a single 
document which covered both 
long-range and ^ace weapons. 

“The empharis was on defence 
and space arms," he added, but 
declined to give details. wHl 
study it carefully."

Los Fresnos Country Club, 
Telam said. 

A communique n^rtedly sig- 
ned overnight by Rico had war- 
ned he would not be taken into 
custody “until a minimum of jus- 
tice is guar^teed,” saying his 
case jeopardi^ “the stability of 
the system, internal peace and 
national defence." 

Arrest 

Salvador Lentini. owner of the 
country club where Rico had 
been held under house arrest 
since Dec 30 wnding trial, was 
quoted by Telam as syaing he 
had no idea where Rico had 
gone. 

There was an tinconfirmed 
F^n Rico had been iojured 
while abandoning his home, 
where about 20 shots were heard . 

Loyalist troops, tanks and 
armoured vehicles had arrived 
early today at an Amy base near 


the county club in northwestern 
Buenos Aires. 

Army Chief of Staff Jose D. 
Caridi ordered the show of force, 
which includes 14 tanks and 16 
vehicles, to maintain discipline in 
the armed forces and help bring 
Rico to justice to face charges in 
connection with the April revolt 
even if it led to “blood and fire." 

Military sources told the 
ArgenUne news agency.Diarios 
Y Notidas, that Caridi fired 
three garrison commanders who 
declined to take part in the 
military action against Rico and 
his sympathisers.

(1100 
GMT) with an order for Rico's 
return to jail to face charges of 
rebellion and disobedience in 
connection with his April 19-21 
takeover of a military school at 
Campo de Mayo. 

He faces a prison term of five 
years to 25 years if convicted. 

Milita^ sources say at least 20 
sympathisers, most armed with 
handguns and rifles, were at the 
country dub along with Rico, his 
wifeand twochildren. Most were 
believed members of the anned 
forces who tookpart with Rico in 
the April revolt, which ended 
peacefully with Rico's surrender. 

Rico had been held for eight 
months in militaiy confinement 
at Campo de Mayo after his 
arrest.

NICOSIA, Jan 15, (Reuter): 
Iranian leaders have rallied to a 
ruling by supreme leader 
Ayatollah Khomeini on state 
pjowers which opens the way for 
reformist legislation on coo- 
troversiaJ economic issues. 

The public display of iio^ 
came aller Khomdoi sided with 
reform-minded groups in the 
leadership and declared last 
week the Islamic government 
had absolute pMwers and could 
nullify Islamic cootnicis if they 
were harmful to state interests. 

The ruling, Khomeini's stron- 
gest pronouncement on the 
crudalJ issue of stale authority, 
flew in the face of the traditional- 
ist conservative wing in the Iran- 
ian leadership which seeks to 
limit the government's role in the 
economy. 

But within a week members of 
the Guardian Council, a 12-man 
body of clergymen and lawyers 
with veto power over ptarliament 
and a bastion of tradition^ist 
views — fell into line and joined 
other officials in praising 
Khomeini's Injidnurk wrdicL 

President All Khamenei, 
whose interpretation of the role 
of the slate was rejected by 
Khomeini as too narrow, 
declared he accepted Khomdnl's 
views as “inviolable principles of 
Islam." 

Analysts say this underlines 
the unique role of Khomeim, 85, 
and his unrivalled authority 
which makes open, legal 
lion to his views virtually impos- 
sible. 

However traditionalist views 
ha>*e a wide following among 
bazaar merchants and senior 
Muslim clergymen who are 
unlikely to give up their pro- 
private sector policies easily.

OSLO.Jan 15, (Reuter): Norway 
has decided to expel the remain- 
ing three of 11 Iranian leftists 
jailed last month for storming 
their country's Oslo embassy, 
police said ic^ay.

by attempting to culture it in the 
laboratory. 

The researcbeis, from the US 
centres for disease control in 
Atlanta and Cetus Corp. of 
Emeryville, California, publi- 
shed their findings in Scienoe 
Magaane today. 

Copying 

The test works by zeroingin on 
the AIDS virus's nucleic add, or 
genetic fingerprint, and copying 
or “amplifying'' it for easy detec- 
tion. 

In its latent form, “finding the 
AIDS virus is like looking for a 
needle is a haystack. But this 
procedure can home in on 
virus's nucleic acid and make a 
million, copies, creating a hays- 
tack of ne^es.” John Snindty, 
bead of the Cetus diagnostic 
programme, said in a telephone 
mterview. 

Cetus hopes at some point to 
market the test in a joint venture 
with Eastman Kodak, Cetus ofT- 
dals said.

US aid to Pakistan will continue 


WASHINGTON, Jan 15, 
(Agencies): President Reagan 
quietly certified in December 
that Pakistan “does not possess a 
nuclear explosive device," clear- 
ing the way for American aid to 
Pakistan to continue, the 
Washington Post reported 
today. 

Reagan's letter, required by 
Congress, was sent to congres- 
sional leaders Dec 17 but not 
released publicly. 

Reagan wrote that based “on 
the evidence available and on the 
statutory standard, I have con- 
cluded that Pakistan does not 
possess a nuclear explosive 
device. 

Concern 

“The proposed United States 
assistance progranune for I^kis- 
tan remains extremely important 
in reducing the risk that Frisian 
will develop and ultimately pos- 
sess such a device,” Reagan 
wrote, according to the Post. “I 
am convinced that our security 
relationship and assistance 
programme are the most elTec- 
tive means available to us for 
dissuading Pakistan from 
acquiring nuclear explosive 
devices.” 


Reagan's assessment comes 
despite US intelligence reports 
that Paki.<itaD has been produc- 
ing weapons-grade enriched 
uranium. 

White House acceptance 
would clear the way for the dis- 
bursal of S480 milUoD in US 
miliiarv and economic assistance 
to Pakistan this fiscal year. 

“We have serious concerns 
about Pakistan's unsafeguarded 
nuclear programme and the 
threat of nuclear proliferation in 
South Asia," said State Depart- 
ment spokesman Charles Red- 
man. 

Sources in the administration 
said the State Department had 
concluded (hat Pakistan likely 
play^ a role in an attempt to 
smuggle two restricted metals 
out of the United States last year. 

But the sources said the depar- 
tment was recommending that 
Reagan invoke a provision of a 
1985 law sponsor^ by represen- 
tative Stepen Solarz allowing the 
government to continue aid if it is 
in US national security interni. 

Redman told reporters “no 
final decision has b^n made by 
the President on (he applicability 
of Solarz amendment.” 


Under that measure. Congress 
suspended new aid to Pakistan 
last September out of concern 
over its programme to develop 
nuclear weapons. In December, 
however, lawmakers voted for 
S4S0 million in new economic 
and military aid, S60 million less 
than the Reagan administration 
requested. 

Certificate 

The administration also sent 
Congress a legally required cer- 
tification that Pakistan did not 
have a nuclear bomb. 

The new State Department 
recommendation was consistent 
with that ruling. The While 
House was expect to relay it to 
Congress, perhaps before it 
reconvenes on Jan 25, said con- 
gressional and administration 
sources. 

Administration officials have 
argued that cutting all aid might 
force Pakistan to turn to nuclear 
weapons for defence.

Indian Army 
shows off 
Bofors guns 

NEW DELHI, Jan 1 5, (Reuter): 
India .showed off its newly- 
acquired Bofors field guns today 
and its chief of stall issued a sti/f 
warning to potential aggressors. 

Two of the 155-mm weapons, 
which India has bought from 
Sweden in a SI .3 billion contract 
surrounded by charg^ ofbribery 
and political corruption, were on 
display for the first time at the 
Army Day parade, which served 
as a curtain-raiser for the much 
larger Republican Day par^e 
on Jan 26. 

The Chief of SiafT General 
Krishnaswami Sundaiji, in a 
speech to the parade also atten- 
ded by foreign military attaches 
said Indian combat-readiness 
had been put to the test more 
than once jn the past year. 

“We were challen^ by Pak- 
istan in Siachea (Kashmir) where 
our brave officers and men gave a 
, fitting /^ply. Qqr respopses.to the 
. .ChineSje mi^on in Sumdorong 
CHu (on the Tibet bojidBrjihaye. 
left no onfr.io«any doubt about 
our resolve ..." he said. 

Turning to the Indian peace- 
keeping force in Sri Lanka, Sun- 
darji said Indian soldiers had 
executed their task “with rare 
compassion and determina- 
tion.” 

Sundaiji described India as a 
peace-loving nation but warned 
its potential adversaries not to 
mistake this for a sign of weak- 
ness. India was better prepared 
and more determined than ever, 
he said. 

“We do not want war, but if 
one is thrust upon us again, we 
shall resist and retaliate with all 
our might to make the aggressor 
pay heavily for his misadven- 
ture," he said. 

The Bofors gun is an 
automatically-loading Howitz- 
wer which can fire tb^ 42.6 kg 
(101 pound) shells up to 30 km 
( 1 8 miles) in 1 3 seconds. 

The Swedish company won 
the order against competing bids 
from Austria, France and an 
Anglo-German consortium. But 
India is investigating allegations 
thai Bofors paid more than S40 
million to middlemen including 
highly-placed Indian poUtidans, 
to secure the contract. 


Bangladesh 
unrest loss 
exaggerated 

DHAKA. Jan IS, (AP): An 
independent survey published 
Thursday disputed govenunent 
figures on how much money 
months of political unrest has 
cost the country in decreased 
production. 

Political unrest caused a loss of 
8.5 billion takas (S2S8 million) in 
decreased production in Novem- 
ber and December, the survey 
said. It said government 
estimates of a daily loss of S50 
million were exaggerated. 

The loss of production was due 
to intermilient general strikes 
called by opposition parties 
demanding the ouster of 
President Hossain Mohammad 
Ershad, said the survey, conduc- 
ted by the Metropolitan Cham- 
bers of Commerce and Industry, 
a local business forum. 

The group said the country 
lost 500 million takas ( S 1 5. 1 5) on 
each day of strike. 

In addition to political unrest, 
which has mainly hurt industry, 
floods also have damaged the 
economy, the survey said. 

The country’s primarily 
agrarian economy lost 3.16 per 
cent of its Gross National 
Product due to floods last year. 

Tbe cumulative effect of the 
floods and the unrest mean the 
economy will Iose4.86 percent of 
its Cross National Product in 
1987, the business group said. 


Policy reversal by Chirac 


France readmits Iranians 


PARIS, Jan 1 5, (Reuter): Fifteen 
expelled Iranian and Turkish 
refugees returned to France and 
Spain last ni^ t in what commen- 
tators said was a humiliating 
policy reversal by conservative 
Prime Minister Jacques Chirac. 

The dimbdown came barely 
three days before Chiracts expec- 
ted to announce he will stand 
candidate in presidential elec- 
tions in France due in April. 

The IS refugees, who had all 
been granted political asylum 
before they were expelled to 
Gabon on Dec 8, were flowed to 
return to Western Europe for 
humanitarian reasons, the 
French Interior Ministry said in 
a statement. 

Many of the refugee had been 
on hunger strike since their 
expulsion. The seven who 
arrived in Paris were taken to 
hospital for treatment after land- 
ing. 

Chirac's government said the 


refugees had been plotting 
terrorist acts, but sympathisers 
said they were pawns in an 
“ugly deal” between Paris and 
the Iranian govemmeoL 
Deals 

Opposition socialists said the 
expulsions were part of complex 
deals with Tehran to try to free 
French hostages held in 
Lebanon. Socialist Party leader 
Lionel Jospin said: “Chirac has 
been forced to bow to the pres- 
sure of opinion.” 

Socialists and human r^ts 
activists said Chirac caved in to 
domestic and international 
outrage over the expulsions and 
the hunger strikes by the 
refugees' families and sympath- 
isers in Paris, London and 
Washinton. 

Under an agreement between 
Paris and officials of the People's 
Mujahedin organisation, the IS 
were allowed to return on condi- 
tion they ceased any militant 


activities. 

The Spanish government 
agreed to accept eight of the 
refugees — five Iranians and 
three Turks — and the rest 
arrived later yesterday in Paris, 
smuggled in to a military base 
away from the glare of publicity. 

Oiirac. ioterriewed on French 
Television, said he would 
announce Us plans for standing 
for President tomorrow. Party 
sources say he will definitely 
announce he is running. 

Commentators said Chirac, 
trailing coalition partner 
Raymond Bane and Ptesident 
Francois Mitterrand in opinion 
polls ahead of the April poll, was 
losing support berause of his 
tou^ line on the refuge^. 

Chirac said the b^an dis- 
sidents in Paris had agreed to halt 
their protests in France against 
Tehran in return for bis 
agreement to allow the IS to 
return. 


Pakistan 
raps India 
over Soviet 
submarine 

ISLAMABAD, Jan 15. (Reu- 
ter): Pakistan has denounc^ the 
acquisition of a Soviet nuclcar- 
powered submarine ius giant 
rival India and accused Moscow 
of irresponsibility and disregard- 
ing peace in the region. 

A foreign minisiiy spokesman 
in Islamabad charg^ that India 
was recklessly expanding its 
military pouer in a way that 
could only make other slates in 
the region feel insecure. 

“India's acquisition of nuclear 
submarines highlights its 
headlong militarisation manifest 
already in its amassing of mis- 
siles. aircraft, artillery, tanks and 
warships.” the Pakistani spokes- 
man said. 

He also denied Indian reports 
that the two countries, which 
have fought three wars since 
independence in 1947, had cla- 
shed on Sunday and Monday in 
the disputed Himalayan slate of 
Kashmir. 

“At a minimum (it is) a gross 
exaggeration, if not totally 
falre”. he said. 

India became the second 
nation in Asia after China to 
have nuclear-powered sub- 
marines on Jan 5 when the Soviet 
Union handed one over under a 
lease agreement. 

Indian Television has said the 
vessel would be used for training, 
but few other details have been 
made public. The weekly 
magazine India Today said in a 
recent issue that New Delhi 
could l^se four to six nuclear 
submarines.

administration. 

The New York Times quoted 
President Muhammad Zia-ul- 
Haq and Prime Minister 
Mohammad Khan Junejoas say- 
ing in separate interviews that 
only a compromise involving all 
warring parties could guarantee 
an end to the nine-year-old 
guerrilla war. 

Coalition 

This meant some members of 
the pro-Soviet government, 
through not necessarily 
President Najibullah. should be 
included in an administration to 
take over after a Soviet, troop 
withdrawal, they were quoted as 
saying. 

(Questioned about the Pakis- 
tani officials* remarks, represen- 
tatives of three of (he seven Pak- 
istan-based resistance reilerdled 
their refusal to share power with 
their enemies. 


“We cannot aco^t a coalition 
government,'* was the reaction 
of alliance chairman Younus 
Khalis, according to a spokes- 
man for his Hezb-e-Islami party. 
Khalis did not elaborate. 

“Newspaper interviews are 
not official positions, we don't 
consider this an official posi- 
tion,” Najibullah Lafraie, 
-political officer for Jamait-e- 
islami, said. 

“As far as a coalition govern- 
ment with communists is concer- 
ned. this is rejected by the Muja- 
hedeen,'' he said. 

Najibullah Mojadidi. general 
secretary of Jabha-e-Nijat-Milli, 
said he had not seen the text of 
Zia and Junejo's reported 
remarks and any reaction would 
have to come from the seven- 
party alliance as a whole. 

But the Mujahedeen had 
always rejected the idea of com- 
munists snaring in a post-Soviet 
administration. 

“Any individual who has par- 
lidpat^ with the puppets is con- 
sidered by us a pro-Soviet who 
has helped the Soviet presence in 
Afghanistan,” he said. “They are 
included In the same category.” 


Indians punished for rape 


JAFFNA, Jan 15, (Reuter): 
Four Indian soldiers have been 
discharged and sentenced to one 
year in prison after conviction 
for rape in Sri Lanka's northern 
Jaffna jreninsula, an Indian 
officer said on Thursday. 

The soldiers were among 
35,000 Indian troops posted to 
the north and east to enforce an 
Indo-Sri Lankan accord last year 
to end a Tamil separatist revolt. 

Brigadier R.I.S. Kahlon, Jaf- 
fna town commander, said the 
four were brought before a court 
martial within 96 hours of the 
filing of charges and punished 


under Indian Army regulations. 

This was the first time an 
Indian official had achnitted that 
accusations of rape made by 
residents against Indian troops, 
who started landing in Sri Lanka 
on July 30, had been found to be 
true. 

Residents also have com- 
plained about molestation of 
women, thefts and harassment, 
Kahlon told a group of journal- 
ists who were t^en on a conduc- 
ted tour of Jaffna. 

He said all complaints were 
investigated and most were 
found to be incorrect.

His itinerary included Kuwait, 
Bahrain, Qatar and the United 
Arab Emirates as well as Oman 
and Saudi Arabia. 

Commitment 

The tour has won Mubarak 
both prestige and prospects of 
aid for his debt-ridden country, 
diplomats said. 

For its part. Cairo restated its 
conunitment to the security of 
Gulf Cooperation Council 
(GCC) states in case of any Iran- 
ian attack. 

Mubarak's visit was his first 
since nine Arab states resumed 
diplomatic ties with E^rpt in 
November after ei^t years of 
ostracism.

Carlucci denies Saudis asked

WASHINGTON, Jan 15,(Reu- 
ter): US Defence Secretary 
Frank Carlucci denied on Thurs- 
day that he been a^ed by Saudi 
Arabia and other moderate Gulf 
Arab states to increase the num- 
ber of ships under US flag in the 
Gulf.

ision. 

“What they did say is that it is 
imponant that the Iraoians 
undersuod that the Gulf is an 
international waterway and 
there should not be indiscrimin- 
ate attacks on shipping and we 
agree with that,” Cvlucci said. 

When asked about thecontin- 
ui^ Iranian attacks on other 
ships in the Gulf, especially those 
under European flags, Carlucci 


said: "It is important to under- 
stand we didn't sign to be the 
Gulfs policeman. We didn't take 
on rtt|Mnsibility to protect every 
ship in the Gulf.” 

Review 

But he said that the US Navy's 
tradition of protecting ships 
under American flags, combined 
with theeffort of US allies, "does 
establish the principle of free 
navigation.” 

He said that the size and type 
of US naval force in the Gulf was 
under review, but declined to say 
what type of changes, if any, 
there might be. 

"We may decide to increase it 
(the force), we may decide to 
decreaseit ... the point is that our 
commitment remains and we 
intend to cany it out. We will 
have enough ships to carry out 


our mission safely.” 

He called the US mission in the 
Gulf "enormously successful” 
and said relations with US Gulf 
allies "have never been better.”

Carlucd said defence budget 
cuts ordered by Congress would 
mean "completely redoing the 
budget from top to bottom" 
which he said was "troubling in 
the sense we are going to end up 
with a smaller military force.

Specter also disclosed that for 
the first lime the US responded 
on Jan 5 to a Soviet request to 
hunta mine in Gulf waters show- 
ing rare cooperation between the 
two superpowers in the Gulf 
waters. 

The US responded by sending 
two helicopters in response to a 
^viet message giving the loca- 
tion of a suspected mine. The 
Russians eventually blew up the 
mine. 

Specter said a Soviet mines- 
weeperescorlinga merchaniship 
passed the suspected mine but 
sailed on until the ship was out of 
danger. When the Soviet mines- 
weeper returned to search for the 
mine, it radioed the battle cruiser 
Richmond T urner for help. 

The Turner then radioed an 
accompanying American war- 


ship to launch its Lamps-3 
surveillance helicopter to aid in 
the search, accompanied by a 
second helicopter gunship to 
provide protection.

Gel-like slime from Gulf 
catfish helps heal wounds 


LOS ANGELES. Jan 15. (APj: 
Venomous Gulf catfish excrete a 
gel-like slime that dran^ticaiiy 
speeds the healing of cuts and 
Tnight spur devolopmeni of new 
wound treatment for humans, a 
researcher says. 

"If you pul it on a wound, you 
can actually see the wound start 
to close over in the next two or 
three minutes." said Richard 
Criddle. a proi'essor of bio- 
chemisir)' and biophysics at the 
University of California at 
Davis. 

”1 used it on me. It works 
greaU” he said on Wednesday. 

Criddle and Kuwait Univer- 
sity biochemist J.M. Hassun 
spent part of the la.st five years 
catching and scraping the slime 
coating ofT anus bilineatus. a 
species of saltwater catfish that 
grows up to 3 feet long, sports 
venomous spines and scaven^ 
the muddy roiiom of the Gull . 

The scicniisu found that the 


slime ct7mains antibiotics, a 
coagulant that helps close 
injured blood vessels, anti- 
inflationary agents, and a 
chemical that directs production 
of a glue-Iikc material that aids 
healing. 

Their research started after 
they heard that Arab fisherman 
rub catfish on their wounds to 
quicken healing. 

In a telephone interview from 
l^vis. C riddle Siiid he doubts the 
slime itself could be marketedfor 
human use :«i'uusc of the dif- 
(Icully in catching enough of the 
catfish and because the gel may 
contain undesirable substances. 

But lie said he is analysing the 
makeup of the slime in hopes of 
developing a .similar substance 
that could be u.scd on humans. 
Secrete 

Laboratory tests showed the 
i^ime red uccd ^ up t o two-thirds 
the amount of lime needed for 
healing of cuts on mice, rats and 


rabbits. Criddlesaid. adding that 
he used it once when he cut his 
hand during a fishing trip. He 
said Hassan successfully used it 
on himscir about a dozen times. 

The gel causes u brief slinging 
sensation when it is applied to 
cuts, Criddle said. 

When wounded, the catfish 
secrete the slime from glands 
near the surface of their skin. 
Criddle said. 

Criddle said the slime helps 
injured catfish avoid attracting 
predators. 

"If they get injured, they heal, 
very rapidly." nc said. "You 
don't want to bleed in the sea. It 
draws the unfortunate attention 
of predators” 

Criddle said the research sup- 
ports scientists' suspicions that 
many bony fish ca^ skin cells 
that promote healing. But. he 
added, most such fish release the 
contents of the cells inside their 
bodies.

Ferry boat 
catches fire 

A KUWAIT] daily reported that 
weli-inform^ sources said a 
Kuwait Public Transport Com- 
pany express ferry boat caught 
fire last Wednesday on its way to 
Failaka frorn Salm'iya marina. 

The sources, it was reported, 
said that KPTC firemen brought 
the fire under control and pas- 
sengers were moved to another 
ferry provided by the company 

Sources added that passengers 
on another ferry which broke 
down at sea last Monday evening 
were moved to anothee ferry 
after spading two hours at sea, 
under dilTicuii weather condi- 
tions. but no casualties or injuries 
were reported. 


Another concern is whether 
the twins will live until it is safe to 
operaieon them.

Doctors are full of praise for 
consultant anaesthetist. Dr Jaf- 
far Faraj, who was on duty at the 
time and who promptly inserted 
endotracheal tubes into babies' 
lungs attaching them to two 
separate mechanical ventilation 
machines to help the babies 
breath normally. 

Thecritical situation may arise 
if a lung in one of the babies 
collapses. Both babies would 
then be in danger because of the 
high rate of impure gases in their 
bloodstream. 

Another threat comes from 
the so called shunting which 
occurs when one circulation sys- 
tem is bombarded by another 
causing acidoses — formation of 
acids which have a disruptive 
effect on the body. 

Sure 

Doctors are sure that if one 
baby suffers an affliction the 
other will be affected too. They 
found that if one baby is pinched 
the pulse of both quickens, and if 
one is given an anaesthetic both 
fall asleep. If thdr bodily func- 
tions are not disrupted the twins 
can live at least five years without 
being separated, say the doctors. 
They quote an example of 
Siamese twins joined at back 
who lived 65 years.

Doctors now feel more con- 
fident because of great advances 
in diagnosis, surgery, facilities 
and equipment. *I%ey also stress 
that the concept of tackling such 
problems has also improved with 
greater readiness on the pari of 
doctors to work together. 

“What matters now is a team 
effort and not personalities alth- 
ough indiridual talent is much 
appreciated" said an anaesthet- 
ist. 

Two teams of doctors are 
ready to conduct tbe surgery and 
many specialists are on a 24-hour 
call in case of an emergency. 
Doctors at Ibn Sina Hospital 
have not ruled out the possibility 
of consulting a foreign expert on 
the subject.

Khomeini sides 


with radicais

NICOSIA, (AP); Iran's 
Ayatollah Khomeini, by affirm- 
ing the absolute power oflslamic 
government, appears to have 
sided with radicals whose 
proposals for economic reform 
have been blocked by con- 
servatives. 

The 87-year-old patriarch 
recently accused President Ali 
Khamenei, who has support 
among Iran's wealthy merchant 
class, of trying to limit the role of 
government, which he said was 
“an institution ordained by the 
Almighty and founded with 
absolute power." 

Several Iranian leaders 
quickly expressed approval for 
Khomeini's statement. 

The latest ng,ure to join the 
fray. Prime Minister Hussein 
Musavi. has said that 
Khomeini's decree would streng- 
then the “executive arm" of 
government. 

Musavi told Tehran Radio, 
monitored in Nicosia, that 
Khomeini's statement "solves a 
lot ofproblems which the Islamic 
republic has confronted." 

Blocked 

The Prime Minister has been 
at the forefront orefToris to con- 
trol soaring inflation, crack 
down on “profiteers" and redis- 
tribute land against resistance 
from the business community 
and some religious leaders. 

Legislation on these issues has 
consistently been blocked by the 
12 member Council of Guar- 
dians. which scrutinises all leg- 
islalicm. on the grounds that 
Islamic laws on the sanctity of 
private property would be 
violated. 

Despite opposition from the 
council and from Iran's wealthy 
merchants whose prices would 
be controlled, Khomeini last July 
gave the government special 
powers to enforce its campaign 
without having to go to the 
courts. 

Price controls were imposed 
on 24 types of goods in an effort 
to control galloping inflation, 
estimated af more than SO per 
cent. 

Frustrated 

Under Iran's theocratic con- 
stitution. all legislation passed by 
the Majlis, or Parliament must 
be approved by the Council of 
Guardians, made up of religious 
experts. 

Musavi has long been known 
as an advocate of strong econ- 
omic measures to help the poor, 
but Khomeini's latest dictates 
have also drawn support from 
more moderate leaders. 

Khomeini's designated suc- 
cessor. Ayatollah Hussein .Ali 
Moniazeri has expressed veiled 
frustration with the council's 


actions. 

The olHcial Islamic Republic 
News Agency quoted him as say- 
ing the council should consider 
the needs of the country and the 
realities ofihe revolution "in dif- 
ferent periods." 


Moniazeri even sugg^ted that 
the council should hold joint ses- 
sions with Parliament so the two 
b^es could align their views. 

Alihou^ Moniazeri has been 
a staunch defender of the right to 
private property, which is stres- 
sed in the Quran his reference to 
the “difTereni periods" of the 
revolution suggested a possible 
shift in his position. 

The powerful Parliament 
Speaker. Hasbemi Rafsaqjani. 
said Khomeini's affirmation of 
government power showed the 
patriarch's “depth of leadership 
and competency of man- 
agement." 

He told Parliament that 
Khomeini's leadership bad saved 
the people, the revolution and 
Islam from discord and sedition, 
Irna reported. 

RafsanjanL a pragmatist who 
isdose to Khomeini, appealed to 
Khomeini last June to help break 
the deadlock over economic leg- 
islation, but Khomeini demurr^ 
until July. 

The revolutionary patriarch 
has reluctantly intervened in 
day-to-day economic issues and 
indicated that he prefers legisla- 
tion to grow out of consensus. 

indications of that reluctance 
app^red last week when he said 
in his letter to Khamenei that he 
would have preferred not to say 
anything on the issue “in the 
present sensitive situation." 

In defence of the government's 
rights to expropriate property, 
Khomeini said it had the right to 
destroy a house, or even a 
mosque, as long as it paid a right- 
ful price to its owner. 

“Our government ... has 
priority over all other Islamic 
tenets, even over prayer, fasting 
and the pilgrimage to Makkah," 
he was quoted as telling 
Khameini. 

Diminish 

The jockeying for power 
among Iranian leaders appears 
to be intensifymg and conten- 
tious economic issues could 
figure prominently in the run-up 
to parliamentary elections April 
8 . 

Khomeini last month announ- 
ced a new “political will and tes- 
tament" on how Iran should be 
run after he dies. No details were 
released. 

Observers believe that in a 
post-Khomeini Iran. Moniazeri 
may be not much more than a 
figurehead, with real power 
going to the winner of a coming 
power struggle. 

Rafsanjani. whose prestige 
was partially dented by reports 
he was involved in the US aims- 
to-lran affair, appears to be try- 
ing to Identify himself as closely 
as possible with Khomeini's line. 

The current victim of the 
power struggle appears to be 
Khamenei. Although Khomeini 
told him that he prayed to God to 
“save people like you who have 
no intention but to serve Islam," 
his accusation that Khamenei 
misquoted and misinteipreted 
his views can only diminish the 
President's prestige.

US conservatives afraid 


of an Afghan seilout

•WASHINGTON; Some Ame- 
' rican conservatives, alarmed by 
' apparent warming in US-Soviet 
lies, are warning Ural the admin- 
istration may bargain aw’ay too 
much in order to get a settlement 
in Afghanistan. But informed 
United Slates ofTicials say that is 
poppycock. 

These conservatives say the 
danger of "selling out" and mis- 
■ managing the situation is evident 
'in reports of policy dis- 
. agreements between the White 
‘House and the Slate Depart- 
ment. The debate concerns when 
the US would be willing to stop 
aid to the Afghan resistance as 
pan of an overall settlement 
packa^. 

Stories about disagreement 
are way overblown. State Depar- 
Unentandotheroiricialssay.The 
US will hold linn in its suppon of 
the Afghan mujahideen until 
Moscow has agi^ to a short 
withdrawal timetable and a date 
certain for that to begin. With 
this and other assurances that the 
resistance will not be endan- 
gered, oflicials add, the US will 
stick to its previously confiden- 
tial agreement to tenninale aid to 
the guerrillas when the Soviet 
troop withdrawal begins. 

Inus far this is academic, 
ofTicials say, because Moscow 
has yet to move beyond enticing 
words to a firm and acceptable 
withdrawal plan. No substantial 


progress was evident during 
the US-Soviet summit, they 
say. Until the Soviets bite the 
bullet, the full range of US sup- 
port (including covert military 
aid ) for the mujahideen uall con- 
tinue. 


The next opportunity to 
measure Soviet intentions will be 
the expected February round of 
United Nations indirect talks 
between the Soviet-supported 
Afghan regime and Pakisun. 


Sen. Gordon Humphrey (R) 
of New Hampshire, lashed out at 
the administration's handling of 
Afghanistan. Senator Hum- 
phrey. a longtime champion of 
the Afghan resistance, charged 
that the administration was not 
applying enough pressure on 
Moscow to withdraw its troops. 
The US is not giving enough 
high-level attention to the 
Afghan problem, hesaid. Calling 
for a “manly" policy in “the face 
of genocide." Humphrey said he 
fbit betrayed by the “gap between 
the rhetoric and the practice" of 
the administration on Afghanis- 
tan. 

The senator's remarks — at a 
round table discussion spon- 
sored by the Heritage Founda- 
tion. a conservative public policy 
research institute • seemed to 
reflect the more general souring 
of some conservatives on 
President Reagan's approach to 
the Soviets since the INF 
agreement wasconcluded.

“What are you doing here? 
The area is clos^," one member 
ofihe army patrol said in halting 
English. “Co back to 
Jerusalem." 

More and more the Army has 
prevented reporters from enter- 
ing the occupied West Bank and 
Gaza Strip in the weeks since the 
virulent anti-Israeli protests first 
erupted Dec 9, according to 
reporters covering the unrest. 

Difficult 

“In the past few days an 
increasing amount of territory is 
being restricted and it is becom- 
ing more and more difTicult to do 
our jobs,” said Robert Slater, 
chairman of the Foreign Press 
A^ociation in Israel. 

“We are increasingly distur- 
bed to hear that the military 
authoriUes are moving to close 
off the oo:upied territories from 
our coverage," he said. 

Since Dm 9, at least 35 Pales- 
tinianshavebeen killed and hun- 
dred wounded in clashes with 
Israeli soldiers. 

Israel has detained nearly 
2,000 Arabs and poured 
additional troops into the 
territories in an unsuccessful 
attempt to quell the rioting, 
which Palestinian leaders say has 
been fuelled by the spiraling 
death loll and 20 years of Israeli 
occupation. 

Top Israeli leaders and the

Shamir has admitted that 
officials considered putting the 
territories off limits, but the idea 
was dropped. 

In the past week, soldiers have 
barred journalists, photogra- 
phers and television crews from 
many areas of Gaza that have 


been declared military zones. 
Unlike the early days of the 
unrest, soldiers now have signed 
orders closing locations. 

Beaten 

Despite the closures, an Army 
spokesman said there has bera 
no change in policy, adding it is 
up to commanders in the field to 
decide when an area is a military 
zone and oiTlimits to the press.

“The Gaza Strip is burning," 
said ABC cameraman Yossi 
Mula. who is accused of paying 
children to start fires.

Tigers of Asia prey on movie, book pirates

NEW YORK; Last Christmas, 
movie fans in Sineai^re bought 
pirated copies of “Top Gun." 
“Club Paradise," > and 
“Crocodile Dundee.** This Chr- 
istmas, many of them watched 
“La Bamba." “Space Balls," and 
“Innerspace" — legally. 

After years of allowing the 
pirating of American movies, 
books, and audio tapes, the 
“four tigers" of Asia — Sin- 
gapore. South Korea. Taiwan, 
and Hong Kong are yielding 
to pressure from the United 
States to honour and enforce 
American copyrights. 

Japan, long a haven for 
pirates, conducted 33 raids of 
illicit businesses in the first six 
months of the year. And other 
Asian nations that still allow 
pirates to flourish are under 
increasing pressure to slop the 
practice. 

Advances 


This shift could mean millions 
of dollars in extra sales of US 
goods to countries that arc run- 
ning laree trade surpluses \^ith 
the US. 

Already. American book 
publishers report that sales this 
year are up 400 per cent in 
Taiwan and Singapore. Sales of 
legitimate videotapes now make 
up 60 per cent of the Japanese 
market — a substantial 
improvement over past years. 
Illegal audio cassettes have been 
virtually cleared from the streets 
of Singapore, where three years 
ago such illegal purchases made 
up 85 percent of the total market. 


This reversal is welcome news 
to the US business community, 
which has complained about 
piirating for years. “We are get- 
ting encouraging news in res- 
ponse iO'ihe complaints of US 
business" says Charles Valen- 
tine. a trade specialist with the 
accounting firm of Arthur 
Young. 

U is also good news for the US 
government, which would like to 
see intellectual property protec- 
tion added to the trade rules 
covered by the General 
Agreement on TarilTs andTrade. 

There have been some major 
advances in the copyright laws of 
Asian nations, agrees Clayton 
Yeuiter. the US trade represen- 
tative. But Yeutteradds: “It's an 
open question on their efTeciive- 
ness." 

The changes are taking place 
even as Congress is tackling the 
issue in the trade bill. In a 
measure supported by both par- 
ties. Congress proposes to let 
industries such as film and com- 
puter-software producers file 
quick-action trade complaints. 
The reason; films, records, and 
computer programs have a short 
shelflife. Trade actions have to 
be fast. 

The International Intellectual 
Property Alliance, made up of 
seven US trade associations, 
estimated its members lost SI. 3 
billion in sales in 1 985 because of 
pirating. The US International 
Trade Commission, an arm of 
the Commerce Department, is 
completing a survey of 426 com- 
panies to determine losses to US 
business. 

It is likely the report will find 


that while losses are declining, 
trade abuses are continuing. For 
example. US publishers charge 
that book pirates in South Korea 
used forthcoming changes in 
Korn’s laws as a marketing cool. 
“They told buyers to purchase 

S I books before the texi- 
s went up in price or were 
not available," reports Carol 
Risher. director of copyright and 
new technology at the Associa- 
tion of American Publishers. 
Books 

The publishers say they believe 
the pirates unloaded half of the 
two million books pirated 
annually, costing US companies 
SIS million to S20 million. 

"We obtained a computer 
prinioiii representing 980.000 
copies of US pirated books, lis- 
ted by author and publisher with 
the price in Korean w on and how 
many copies were available." 
says Eric Smith, a Washington 
lawyer who spraalises in inter- 
national copyright law. Other 
Asian countries have picked up 
the illegal trade when ihcirneigh- 
bours have stopped. 

Piracy in South Korea has 
been endemic. Valentine of 
.Arthur Young recalls lhaiduring 
a visit to Seoul he saw merchants 
who would sew “any designer 
label you wanted" into clothing 
or footwear. Fashion-conscious 
shoppers could buy counterfeit 
Cartier luggage, Rolex watches, 
and Pierre Cardin suits. 

Still other Asian countries 
have picked up the illegal trade 
when their neighbours havestop- 
ped. “Cleaning up Singapore has 
led to problems in Indonesia." 
complains Jason Berman, 


executive director ofthe Record- 
ing Industry Association. 

The International Federation 
of Phonogram and Videograns 
Producers in London estimates 
8L0-4$er ^nt of the- cassettes 
bought in Ttiailand inT986 were 
pirated, up from 55 per cent in 
'84. The organisation estimates 
piracy represents nearly the 
entire market in Indonesia and 
87 per cent of the Malaysian 
business. 

Sophisticated 

The pirates go to extremes to 
protect their turf The local licen- 
see in *rhailand for Warner Bros, 
received a bomb in the mail and 
had to install X-ray equipment. 
“There is a heavy level of serious 
criminal involvement," says 
Molly Kellogg, antipiracy direc- 
tor at Warner Bros. 

The pirates not only sell In the 
local markets but export movies 
as well. The usual route is 
through the Middle East and to 
Europe. “We've had recent US 
releases end up in Ireland with 
Chinese subtitles," Ms Kellogg 
says. As for audio tapes, Berman 
says his office frequently finds 
pirated tapes at US flea markets. 

Filched movies — usually 
action films — often are of low 
quality, since they are sometimes 
shot right ofiT the screen. But the 
pirates are sophisticated mark- 
eteers. oRen reshooting films 
once they can get a better copy. “I 
think they've taken marketing 
courses at UCLA," Kellogg 
complains. 

In Taiwan, piracy has also 
become more sophisticated. The 
Taiwanese have set up about 
1,000 “public performance cen- 


Senate majority at stake in November poiis

WASHINGTON. (Reuter): The 
unexpected rclircmcm of some 
prominent Democrats is giving 
the Republican Parly hope that it 
can regain control of the US Sen- 
ate in Nov'cmbcr's eleclionsj. 

Senate Democrats, however, 
are adamant that ihuy will still be 
in charge after the elections, 
which will choose President 
Reagan's successor and deter- 
mine the poliiicu! makeup of the 
Congress with which he must 
work. 

Democrats control the 100- 
seai Senate 54 to 46 and the 
House of Reprcsenialives by 258 
to 1 77. All 435 House seats are at 
slake in the elections along with 
3.^ of the Senate posts. 

The part) in control of each 
chamber of Congress gels a 
majority on jJI committees, 
where much of the real work is 
done and decisions made, it also 
sets the schedule for bringing up 
bills. 

Chance 

The Democrats seem certain 
to keep a majoril> in the House, 
which ihcv have controlled since 
1954. but Republicans believe 
they have a solid shot at regain- 


ing the Senau majority they lust 
in the mid-icrm hKiilot. 

“1 think we have a terrific 
chance of taking the Senate." 
said Tom Mason of the Senate 
Republican campaign commit- 
tee. “We've got some open scats 
we weren't c.\pecting." 

He was referring to 
retirements by senior Democrats 
John Stennis of Mississippi. 
Lawton Chiles of Florida and 
William Pre-xmire of Wisconsin. 
.Ail probably would have been rc- 
eieclcd but Republicans now- 
thinking they can win in those 
slates.

The Republicans kept control 
in the even bigger Reagan land- 
slide of 1984. hut Democrats 
regained the majority in the 198o 
elections when the presidency 
was not at stake. 

The Democrats now are more 
vulnerable because, of the 33 
seals at slake, IK are currently 
theirs and 13 are Republican. 

At least 10 ofihe Democratic 
incumbents and si.x of the 
Republictms arc expected to be 
re-elected without much trouble 
so (he parties arc concentrating 
on stales where a switch is possi- 
ble. 

Chief Republican targets 
include New Jersey and New 
York, where US Attorney 
Rudolph Giuliani, well-known

Despite these problems, US 
businessmen are pleased to see 
some progress, especially in 
enforcement.

In Singapore, the government 
is prosecuting six cases a month. 
This is espeaally significant for 
the film business bemuse 9 1 per 
cent of the 600,000 TV-set 
owners also have video recor- 
ders. 

“Once we get the bugs ironed 
out," predicts Mr Smith, the 
Washington lawyer. Asia “could 
become the second-largest 
market in the world. From the 
standpoint of intellectual 
property, it is very under- 
develop^."

OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, 

(Reuter): Hanna- Siniora, 

detained on Thursday in an 
Israeli clampdown on Palestin- 
ian Tournalists, has made 
headlines before by urging a 
boycott of Israeli products and 
offering to become Jerusalem's 
first Arab mayor under Israeli 
rule. 

Siniora. editor of the Al Fajr 
daily newspaper, was arrest^ 
hours before he was due to hold a 
news conference calling for 
Palestinian civil disobedience to 
protest against 20 years of Israeli 
occupation in the occupied West 
Bank and Gara Strip. He was 
freed several hours later. 

This rhonth he u^d Palestin- 
ians to boycott eighties ai^ 
soR drinks in a drive he said 
could lead to a tax strike and a 
boycott of work in Israel by 
residents of the occupied areas. 

“Gandhi started with salt. We 
are starting with cigarettes," Sin- 
iora, 50, told reporters, compil- 
ing his call to Mahatma Gandhi's 
civil disot^ience campaign that 
led to India achieving indepen- 
dence from Britain in 1947. 

Born in Jerusalem, Siniora 
studied pharmacy at Benares 
University in India after his 
expulsion from Lebanon in the 
early 1960s for political activity. 

A Christian resident of E^ 
Jerusalem, who also runs a 
family pharmacy in the walled 
old city, Siniora was chosen by 
f^Iesline Liberation Organisa- 
tion (PLO) leader Yasser Arafat 
as a prospective delegate to 
Arab-lsraeli peace talks.

Kim Wilde keeps hanging on

MENTION the name Kim 
Wilde aad it's sex rather than 
music that springs to most peo- 
ple's mind. 

Certainly, she can sing — but 
it's her blonde hair and good 
looks that are instantly 
memorable, not her songs. 

Now 26. the girl so oHeo 
called the ‘Bardot of pop* has 
learned to come to terms with 
such thinking. 

For the nearest thing Britain 
has to Madonna is content to 
let others see her as they will, 
because she knows different. 

Six years in the music busi- 
ness have taught her to make 
the most of her assets on her 
own terms. Blonde she ma/be. 
but dumb she is not. 

“I'm a rounded sort of per- 
son with big Irps, so dyeing my 
hair blonde wasa disaster as far 
as people taking me seriously 
was concerned — or even just 
recognising me as an intelligent 
being." Kim says, recalling her 
teenage decision to follow in 
the footsteps of such famous 
peroxides as Marilyn Monroe 
, and — more recently — Debbie 
Harry ofBlondie. 

“People in general have 
preconceived ideas, not just 
about women with blonde hair, 
who have large lips, look pretty 
and are famous — but about 
race, religion, vegetarians; 
everything. 

“So I decided, not cons- 
ciously, to put myself into an 
obvious bag just so that it was 
somewhere 1 could develop 
from. It's a kind of shield, a 
camouflage to sell. 

“1 know sex sells and I know 
blonde hair sells — so you 
known that you're on to a win- 
ner. In a way, it was quite cal- 
culated, but 1 also think it suits 
me." 

More to the point, it helps 
Khn Wilde shift records and 
has done — bar one or two 
slack periods — ever since she 
first turned up in the British 
charts with her debut hit sin^e. 
Kids in America, at the bee- 
ping of 1981. 

She will be the first to admit 
that the story of her process 
through the music industry has 
been patchy but while others

allowed similar career peaks 
and troughs to beat them. 
Wilde has soldiered on. 

But she has always main- 
tained enough support to con- 
tinue — so it was perha|M quite 
fitting that ihe song which last 
year won her worldwide 
popularity should be called 
You Keep Me Hangin' On. An 
energetic version of the old 
Supremes' classic hit from the 
'60s, the record not only 
revi>^ her appeal at home but 
built on it abi^d, culminating 
in the pinnacle of her musical 
achievements so far; an 
American number one. 

It was the second time in her 
career that Wilde had made a 
comeback. After her initial suc- 
cess has steadily dwindled, she 
employed a style agency — to 
the tune of around S5,000 a 
week — to cook up with a new 
image for her towards the end 
of 1984. 

The resulting re-van^, a 
cross between the look of won- 
derwoman and an astronaut, 
could only push the accompan- 
sin^e to number 29 in 
Britain and a follow-up — The 
Touch — failed to make the 
Top 40. 


Wilde quickly realised that 
her carefully contrived 
appearance bad been a mis- 
talM. “My record company saw 
me as strong, feminine and 
courageous," she recalls, “And 
I wanted to go out and whack 
people between the eyes with 
sheer entertainment. 

“It started offasfun, but very 
quickly it became pretentious 
and boring. I hated having to 
maintain my image throughout 
Europe. In the end, I grew to 
hate the whole concept. 

“Then I suddenly started 
reading stuff about me being 
finished and about failed 
comebacks — and it really 
upset me. At the same time I 
knew that what I was working 
on was very good and 1 had 
faith in it." 

Wilde admits that despite 
these setbacks she had never 
considered giving up her career, 
but she was worried. 
“Everyone who makes records 
wonders if they'll ever make it 
to the top — or even back into 
the mainstream — at one time 
or another." she says. 

'i decided to put all my ener- 
gies into constructing new 
music and a new career — ins- 


tead of walling in self-doubt. 
You can't always be number 
one. and it didn't worry me if I 
was never a success again. 

“ Alihou^ British audiences 
didn't real^ know me during 
those difficult times. I had a 
strong following in Europe 
which kept me going. Now. at 
last. I've grown up. 

“1 know what I want my 
image to be. I know bow f want 
to sound — and nobody can 
dictate to me any more. *n)!ngs 
are more on my terms now than 
they’ve ever b^.“ 

Wilde lives alone in a North 
London flat, but still keeps in 
constant (ouch with her family. 
She has little option; her 
mother Joyce — a former Ver- 
nons girl — manages her, father 
Marty writes songs with her. 
and brother Ricky produces 
her records. 

She is happy, however, to 
have finally shaken off the 
belief that she was little more 
than a pop puppet, shaped and 
manipulated by her father. And 
there is no longer any gresu. 
mileage in the fact that dad was 
a '60s pop star — his hits 
tflcfuded Rubber Ball and A 
Teenager In Love. 

Kim Wilde, after all, is a pop 
star herself. “1 dido' t tidnk for a 
minute thatall this was going to 
happen," she says. “Success is 
nice, but I'm more concerned 
about the reasons why I came 
into this business in the first 
place. 

“There are so many distrac- 
tions in success, in money, but 
as long as I don't lose sight of 
the fact that I'm here only 
because I want to sing, because 
I love performing, then HI be 
alrighL" 

Underlying such single-min- 
dedness, however, is a basic 
insecurity which most pop stars 
would never dare admit to. 
"It's not by luck that 1 am still 
here six years after my Erst hit," 
she e.xplains. “f have worked 
really hard and so has everyone 
around me — but success is a 
strange thing.

Takeshita ends Washington trip 

US, Tokyo pledge to shore up dollar 


WASHINGTON. Jan 15. (Reu- 
ter); Japanese Prime Minister 
Noboni Takeshita ends a four- 
day Washington visit today after 
making firm pledges to shore up 
the US dollar and to spur worid 
trade by opening Japan's mark- 
ets to foreign goods. 

His next stop was Toronto, for 
a mating with Canadian Prime 
Minister Brian Mulroney. 

Takeshita told Japanese 
reporters yesterday that a joint 
statement he issued with 
President Reagan “was aimed at 
impressing currency markets 
that the two nations are deter- 
mined to work further to stabilise 
exchange rates.” 

The two leaders pledged in the 
joint statement on Wednesday to 
shore up the dollar to prevent 
any new wide currency fluctua- 
tions. 

Volatility 

“Japan and the United States 
are ready to intervene anytime to 
prevent volatility in exchange 
rates." a senior Japanese official 
travelling with Takeshita told 
Reuters. 

Takeshita also renewed a 
pledge, in a speech to i^iorters at 
the National Press Club, that 
Japan will carry out market- 
opening measures and policy 
coordination in close coopera- 
tion with the United States. 

“We will actively promote 
improvements in market access 
so as to further encourage this 
trend and to ensure that the 
expansion of Japan's domestic 
demand will have positive 


impact on the world economy,” 
he said in the speech. 

Japan, which runs the world’s 
largest trade surplus, has been 
pressured to boost its economy 
and so increase imports. 

Pursue 

“Japan will cooperate closely 
with the United States and West 
European nations, and will pur- 
sue appropriate coordination of 
our policies for macro-economic 
management.” he said. 

At the same time Takeshita 
asked the United Slates to con- 
tinue its efforts to cut its fiscal 
budget deifidt. sustain economic 
growth, and fi^t protectionism. 

On sperific trade disputes. US 
officials expressed satisfaction 
during Takeshita *s visit with 
Japan's proposal to open its 
market to more forei^ food, but 
were not happy with Japan’s 
proposal on opening up its con- 
struction business. 

US Trade Representative 
Clayton Yeutter, in a radio 
interview, said Japan's proposal 
was vague and did not go far 
enough. “It does not meet our 
needs.” he said. 

Retaliation 

Congress last month passed a 
bill barring Japanese firms from 
taking part in US federally-fin- 
anced projects in retaliation for 
Japans closed industry. 

Takeshita said in his Press 
Oub speech, however, that the 
two sides would soon resolve the 
construction issue. 

Japan proposed negotiations 
between the two countries on

“Japan should make sure 
producers should not suffer 
pains from liberalisation so 
rapidly,'* he said. 

Takeshita told Japanese 
reporters that the trip had helped 


establish firm trustworthy rela- 
tions with Reagan. 

“The Japan-US relationship is 
a cornerstone of Japanese 
foreign policy, and my govem- 
menlgives the highest priority to 
its management,'' Takeshita said 
in the Pr^ Club speech.

Gulf bows to discount pressure

To preserve market shares, 
recession-hit Gulf slates began 
meeting requests for supplies at 
prices relat^ to the spot market 
almost two dollars below Opec's 
S 1 8-a-barreI benchmark price. 

Traders said Iran. Qatar and 
Iraq had been selling at ^t- 
relaied prices for some time. 
Kuwait was also offering its 
crude at discount. 

They said Saudi Arabia, the 


world's biggest oil exporter, was 
now also thought to be giving 
discounts at least to some of its 
bigbuyers. Only the United Arab 
Emirates (UAE) had so far resis- 
ted the pressure. 

Opec President and Nigerian

Murdoch had raised bis slake in 
the company from 14.9 to 19.8 
percent.

“No one would trust a Mur- 
doch Financial Times as an 
impartial journal of financial 
retard” labour trade and indus- 
try spokesman Bryan Gould 
said. 

He called on the government 
to tell Murdoch he would not be 
alknved to take control of the 


Financial Times and added: 
“*I^e news that he was bought 
one in five shares in Pearson is 
extremely alarming.” 

Murdoch, already the owner 
of five British national news- 
papers including the Times, 
would need permission from the 
Monopolies Commission before 
he could buy more than 25 per 
cent of Pearson.

Murdoch, who is battling, to 
avoid being legally oblig^ to 
shed media interests in the 
United States, has denied want- 
ing to lake over the Financial 
Times and claims to want only a 
closer relationship. 

He was accused during u 
debalein parliament on Wednes- 
day ofeontributing personally to 
a steep decii ne in press standards.

Lords singled out the Sun, a bra- 
shly irreverent tabloid owned by 
Murdpeh, and his senationalist 
Sunday newspaper the News of 
the World, for harsh criticism. 

“Mr Murdoch is far more

dition in the tabloid press ihau all 
his editors and journalists put 
together," said Labour's Lord 
Longford. 

The Sun. which pioneered the 
daily publication of nudepin-ups 
known as page three girls, is the 
paper most complained about to 
the Press Council, a body whkHi 
oversees press conduct although 
it has no statutory powers. 

The Sun and its rival, the Star, 
have been accused of persecuting 
the Royal family and plumbing 
new depths of bad taste.

The 1987 figures revealed the 
slump in world oil prices in 1986 
took a heavy toll on the govern- 
ment’s tax revenues. 

They illustrated how Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher’s 
period in office beoefited from

lion from the North S^'dow 
past its peak. 

In 1978-79, revenue from oil 
swelled Treasury coffers by just 
£565 million (S 1 .0 1 7 billion), ris- 
ing to £2.313 bilUoD (S4.1634 
billion) the following year and 
£ 1 2.028 bilUoD ($2 1 .6504 biUion) 
in 1984-85. 

By 1985-86, it had slipped to 
£11.343 billion ($20.4174 
billion). 

Then the collapse in world oil 
prices in early 1986 — from $30 
to between $10 and Mabarrel — 
slashed revenue, which fell to 
£4.798 billion (58.6364 bi]Iion)in 
1986-87.

West Germany urged 
to reflate economy 


PARIS, Jan IS. (Reuter): Fin- 
ance Minister Edouard Balladur 
renewed French pressure yesier- 
da-y for a stronger European 
Monetary System and ur^d 
West Germany to do more to 
reflate its xonomy. 

Balladur developed his ideas 
in an interview with Le Figaro 
newspaper as he awaited a res- 
ponse to radical proposals which 
he made in letters to fellow 
European finance mimsterslasi 
week on European and global 
monetary reform. 

Balladur favours a European 
xntral bank which would one 
day manage a xmmon, basket 
currency, for example the 
European currency unit (Ecu) 
Sugge^ 

'The creation of a unified 
economic zone ... naturally sug- 
gests the idea of a xmmon 
currency for Europeans. 
European countries should 
seriously xnsider setting up a 
xmmon central bank to manage 
their xmmon currency,** he told 
Le Figaro. 

In athe meantime, he wants a 
tighter European Monetary Sys- 
tem (EMS), the device in which 
Euro^n currencies Hoat 
jointly within agreed ran^. 

Balladur wants Britain's 
pound sterling to be brought 
htUy into, the sj^ni and says aQ 
cunenH^ ffeft the 
same cohditibns. It^y's lira U 
now allowed wider fluctuation 
than other currencies within the 
exchange rate mechanism. 

The French minister also told 
Le Figaro that slow West Ger- 
man domestic xnsumption of 
goods hampered its partners' 
export attempts and threw 
European trade flows off 
balance. 

"Over a number of years Ger- 
many has been able to 
accumulate external trade sur- 


pluses because of insufficient 
internal growth without any 
mechanism being in place which 
would prompt it to accelerate the 
pace of its exnomy,*' he said. 

Balladur hopes to reach 
agreement on at least a fram- 
ework for discussion of his ideas 
at the next EEC summit in Brus- 
sels on February 1 1 and 12. 

Both he and Prime Minister 
Jacques Chirac have begim to 
expand on their vision of 
Europe’s future — perhaps, say 
political analysts, with an eye on 
votes before Chirac's likely 
declaration at the end of January 
that he will run in French 
presidential election in April. 

But there is so far little sign of 
an enthusiastic reaction to the 
monetary proposals, and econ- 
omists doubt if other nations 
share French enthusiasm for a 
European central bank and a sin- 
^e currency, ideas Balladur has 
floated in the past. 

British Prime Minister Mar- 
garet Thatcher said on Wednes- 
day of sterling's EMS entry: "1 
thiidc that the turbulence we have 
been through has shown that it is 
not yet the time to join." 

Karl Otto Poehl. president of 
the West German Bundesbank 
(central bank), said the EMS had 
shown great stability during the 
dollar's rei^t slide. 

W^ary to jpre^us ci^^ened,! 
the downwards pressure on the 
dollar, and linked to it, the 
upwards pressure on the mark 
have not provoked any par- 
ticular tension in the European 
Monetary System," he said. 

The head of the Institut Mon- 
etaiie Luxembourgeois, tte Lux- 
embourg monetary authority, 
nerre Jaans, told Reuters yester- 
day that central bank heads were 
beginning to take the idea of a 
European centra] bank more 
seriously. 


KD deposit rates bounce 
back in active trade 


KUWAIT dinar interbank 
deposit rates bounced back in 
active trade following sharp 
declines on Wednesday. 

Dealers said the Central Bank 
borrowed funds of up to ten days 
early on Thursday, although a 
small rally was later dampened 
after commercial banks stepped 
in to lend. Overnight and 
tomorrow-next wereofieredat 1/ 
2 per cent. One-week was 
indicated at three, two per cent. 

On Wednesday, xmmercial 
banks, then later the Central 
Bank, had forced rates down 
sharply by putting largeamounts 
of one month funds on ofTer. 

Activity 

Bankers reported heavy 
activity in the secondary market 
for treasury bonds and bills, but 
said there was no sign of a new 
government note issue. 

One-month rose to four, 3- 1 12 
per cent from 3-3/4, 2-3/4 per 
cent on Wednesday and three 
monihs climbed to 3-J/8. 4-5/8 
per cent from 4-3/8, 3-3/4 per 
cent. Six months firmed to S-I/4, 
4-7/8 per cent from S-1/8, 4-5/8 
percent. 

The Central Bank set its dinar 
exchange rate at 0.27324/34 to 
the dollar from 0.27279/89 on 
Wednesday. 

MeanwhOe. in Bahrain, Saudi 
riyal interbank deposits began 
n rm after a late surge on Wed nes- 
day but longer-dated maturities 


later fell back by a modest 1/8 
point on profit-taking. 

Dealers reported hectic trad- 
ing at times as some came in to 
work to find rates had risen shar- 
ply ovenu^t. A few had been 
doling until 7.30 pm on Wednes- 
day as European banks borr-* 
owed riyal and rushed deposit 
rates hi^er. 

The suige this week has been 
fuelled by worries the Ungdom 
might devalue the riyal to 
increase revenue after a popular 
outcry forced cancellation of a 
plan to tax foreigners. But Thus- 
day's market was characterised 
by light proflttaking. 

Rrm 

One-month rates began firm at 
seven, 6-3/4 per cent after 6-1/2, 
1/4 per cent at the end of the 
morning session's trading on 
Wednesday and held those levels 
through Thursday morning. 

Three-months began at 7-1/4, 
seven per cent and six-months at 
7-3/8, 1/8 after levels before 
W^o^ay's late surge at 6-11/ 
16. 7/16and 7-1/16. 6-I3/I6 res- 
pectively. Both maturities later 
eased back from highs by about 
l/8point. 

One-week funds held firm at 
eight, 7-1/2 per cent in what 
dealers described as a very busy 
market for a Thursday, usually 
quiet ahead of the Friday week- 
end in the Gulf. 

The spot riyal settled at 
3.7494/98 to the dollar. 


Creditors agree to reschedule debt 


“The smaller businesses are 
very, very upset the Nigerian 
plan. But they see the Nigerians 
have dug their heels in and 
they're unlikely to get a belter 
deal.” said Ian Campbell chair- 
man of the British Export 
Houses Association (Beha). 

The money will be paid back 
over a 22-year period, which 
some say is too long, especially 
since oiher groups of creditors 
get their money back in three to 


10 years. 

“In the 1970s companies were 
only too happy to trade with 
Nigeria. Th^ paid their debts, 
even if they were late sometimes 
— until the oil prices slumped in 
1 982.” said Campbell. 

The trade creditors are also 
upset because Nigerian ofTicials 
had previously rejected $2 billion 
of their claims. 

Nigeria's military govenimenl 


said it did so because many 
claims from foreign suppliers 
were fraudulent orinflated. 

Campbell said he kn^ of at 
least six companies that had been 
driven to bankruptcy because of 
unpaid Nigerian bills. 

A Hong Kong group has for- 
med a company called Confiden- 
tial Recoveries aimed at starling 
costly legal proceedings to force 
Nigeria to pay more.

Li accused 
of taking 
stock bribe 

HONG KONG, Jan IS, 
(Reuter); The former chairman 
of Hong Kong's Stock Exchange 
was accused today of taking a 
bribe of I.I million cut-price 
shares to help a xmpany list its 
stock on the British xlony's 
bourse. 

Ronald Li, 58, was charged 
with accepting shares of 
Kumagai Gumi-Hong Kong, a 
local xmpany controlled by the 
big Japanese xnstniction firm 
Kumagai Guml for “showing 
favourer forbearing to show dis- 
favour” when its stock wxl 
public in May last ye^. 

The controversial former 
stock chief, who is still a vice^ 
chairman at the exchange, was 
arrested on January 2 and for- 
mally charg^ by Hong Kong's 
crack ^an^ti-graft unit, the 
indepeiideht CominissiOD 
Against Corruption, yesterday. 

He did not enter a plea and he 
will appear in xuit again on 
April 14. 

The xurt extended bail of 10 
milli on Hong Kongdollais (SI .3 
million) despite a plea by 
prosecutor Anthony Duckett for 
an increase "bexuse of the very 
serious nature of the charges." 

Duckett told the xurt further 
charges were being considered 
against Li but he did not 
elaborate. 

Li was accused of axepting 
shares from Kumagai Gumi- 
Hong Kong in the name of Zee 
Kwoh-Kung, a prominent local 
stockbroker who heads a joint 
venture with the big US securities 
(inn Bear Stearns and Co. No 
charge has brought against 
Zee. 
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Dollar bounces 
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up on US trade figures 


NEW YORK, Jan 15, (Reuter): 
Stock prices surged around the 
world and the dollar jumped on 
currency markets today after the 
United States reported an unex- 
pectedly large drop in its Novem- 
ber trade deficit. 

'The markets are going 
through the proof. This is an 
exceptionally good number," 
said a New York dealer. 

Wall Street stocks surged 50 
points on the Dow Jones indus- 
trial average to 1.9SI in the first 
15 minutes of trading and held 
onto the gain throughout the 
morning. 

Narrowed 

The Commerce Department 
said the trade deficit narrowed in 
November to SI 3.22 billion from 
a record 1 7.63 billion in October, 
surprising even the most optimis- 
tic forecasters who had been 
expecting a figure in the 14 to 1 5 
biUion range. 

The dollar immediately shot 
higher, advancing by four marks 
andfouryen to 1.6700 marks and 
129.90 yen from yesterday's close

Ozal predicts 
Turkey payments 
deficit halved 

ISTANBUL. Jan 15. (Reuter); 
Turkey's current account deficit 
for 1987 may be less than S7S0 
million, about half the 1986 
deficit. Prime Minister Turgut 
Ozal said yesterday. 

The current account balance 
of payments figures are keenly 
watched by foreign bankers con- 
cerned about repayment of 
Turkey's foreign debt, which 
stood at S.33. 1 billion in July. 

Turkey's unofficial total 
foreign revenue for 1987 would 
be about SI6 billion against 
expenditures of between 16.70 
and S16.7S billion, Ozal told 
state radio. 

The official deficit in the first 
10 months of 1987 was $395 
million. 11ie 1986 total wa$Sl.53 
billion and overSl billion in 1984 
and 1985. 

The improv'cmeni was mainly 
due to a 34 per cent rise last year 
in Turkish exports, mostly man- 
ufactured goods. Exports are 
expected to earn SIO billion in 
1987. 

Ozal said Turkey's rate of 
foreign debt aocumulaiioh com- 
pared to revenues was far slower 
than its peak in the 1975-79 
period. He hoped Turkey’s 
current account deficit would be 
diminated within five years.

Arguing 

By January 4 the dollar was at 
historic lows of just 120.20

arguing that the dollar had fallen 
too far. 

They said the trade deficit 
would start to come down as a 
cheaper dollar priced foreign 
gooch olT the US market and has 
American companies started 
gainiim sales overseas. 

“US manufacturers are the 


low cost producers in many 
areas, European manufacturers 
are holding market share only by 
severely cutting profit margins, 
and will soon be forced to cut 
production and jobs," said Sykes 
Wilford, an economists at invest- 
ment bankers Drexel Burnham 
Lambert. 

The trade deficit reported 
today declined in part because 
exports for the month sirred 9.4 
per cent to a record $^.8 t^Kon.

While financial markets bang 
on the release of US trade figures, 
many sceptical analysts In the 
Unit^ States say these monthly 
statistics are tittle more than 
guesswork. 

But the trade figures have 
repeatedly moved markets in the 
recent turbulent months. 

Anxiety 

Besides general anxiety about 
the US economy, an expiration 
for the impact made by bad 
figures seems to be that currency 
operators have judged that — for 


as long as the United States 
imports much more than it 
exports — it would pour out 
more dollars than people wan- 
ted. 

So anticipating a fall in the 
value of the dollar, they have sold 
and la^n it down. Stock mark- 
ets then feik too. because a weak 
dollar threatens inflation in the 
United States and pinches Asian 
and European companies* 
exports earnings. 

Friday's go^ figures might 
signal a firmer trend in ail mark- 
ets. Several brokers were saying 
that anything better than a 
forecast S15 bOlion deficit could 
be regarded as a positive sign. 

As the dollar gained, gold 
plulnmeted, losing $10.20 per 
ounce to S481 in New York. 

Analysts said markets in 
Europe had been paralysed 
ahead of the US trade figures.

US trade deficit drops sharply 


WASHINGTON, Jan 15, 
(Reuter): The US government 
today reported a sharp drop in 
the trade deficit for November, 
touching off a powerful rally in 
world Enancial markets. 

The Commerce D^iartment 
said the trade gap narrowed to 
$13.22 billion from October's 
record 17.63 bfllion thanks to a 
surge in exports and a drop in 
imports. 

the figure, the smallest deficit 
in six months and far better than 
the S15 billion that economists 
had forecast, imm^iately reas- 
sured traders worried that 
another poor trade figure would 
cause havoc in the Haancial 
markets. 

Surged 

The dollar surged more than 
three |^r cent against major 
currencies, interest rates tumbled 
and Wall Street stocks soared as 
the markets read the report as 
evidence that America was fin- 
ally getting its financial house in 
order. 

The Dow Jones industrial 
average jumped more than 50 
points in early trading to around 
1,970. 


The Reagan administration 
also cheered. 

"Thedropiii the trade deficit' is 
welcome news." Trade 
Representative Oayton Yeutter 
said in a statemenL 

It is raraly possible to general- 
ise from only one month's 
figures, but the November report 
would seem to indicate that the 
huge rise in the October deficit 
was an aberration," he said. 

With American exports boom- 
ing. be said there was no reason 
for Congress to pass a protec- 
tionist trade bill. 

"All the fundamentals remain 
in place for the deficit to decline 
further in 1988. There is never a 
good time to erect protectionist 
trade barriers, but this would 
dearly be the worst possible time 
to do so," Yeuttier said. 

Inflation 

The government had more 
good news today, ratting that 
inflation remained subdued in 
December even though the 
nation's factories continued to 
pump out more goods. 

The Labour Department said 
prices at the wholesale level 
dropped by a surprising 0.3 per 


cent in December after being 
unchanged in November. 

Tbe department ^id 
wholesale prices for all of 1987 
increased by 2.2 per cent after 
declining by 2.3 per cent in 1986. 
Prices for goods at the wholesale 
le^ are now about the same as 
they were m December 1^5. 

Industrial production, mean- 
while. rose 0.2 percentin Decem- 
ber after rising 0.4 per cent in 
November and 1.1 per cent in 
Octob^, the Federal Reserve 
Board said. 

Output of consumer goods 
was little changed, rising 0.1 per 
cent in December as widespr^ 
increases in production of how 
goods, especially appliances, was 
offset by deciioes in car prcxiac- 
tion, the Fed said. 

The Commerce Department 
also reported that US business 
inventories rose by $5.57 billion 
or 0.8 per cent, in November to a 
seasonally adjusted 695.50 
billion. Ifgoodscontinuedtopik 
up on the shelves, factories 
would eventually be foreed tocut 
back production. 

But it was the trade report that 
excited the markets. Because 


economists have blamed global 
trade imbalances — especially 
the US deficit — for the recent 
tunnoil in the foreign exchange 
and stock marked traders and 
policymakers aJike had been 
nervously awaiting today's 
figures. 

The government reported 
improvements across the board. 

US exports rose 9.4 per cent to 
a record $23.80 billion in 
November, the clearest yet 
that the three-year drop in the 
dollar has made US manufac- 
turers more competitive on 
world markets. 

The deficit in manufactured 
goods naiTCwed to S12.22 billion 
in November from 15.52 billion 
in October. 

Commerce Department 
officials said exports of aircraft, 
power generators and chemicals 
contributed to the record export 
performance in Noveffiba*. The 
previous record was S22.9 billion 
in March 1981. 

There was also a marked 
improvement on theotherside of 
the nation's trade ledger, with 
imports dropping 6.0 per cent to 
$37.02 biUion.

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WASHINGTON, Jan 15, (AP):

Debtor nations short of cash 
turn increasingly to barter 


Pakistan investment companies draw funds 


LONDON, Jan 15, (Reuter): 
Someone, traders' folklore says, 
once bartered the skeleton of a 
Mongolian dinosaur for West 
German trucks. 

The Saudis swapped oil for 
Tornado warplanes. Honduras 
exchanged bananas for Soviet 
reniliser. 

Barter, the world's oldestform 
of trade, is enjoying a new lease of 
life in the 1980s. And one reason, 
economists say. is that many 
nations are strapped for hard 
currency. 

"The volume of countertrade 
has a lot to do with the fact that 
everyone ;$ owing money. They 
don't have the foreign exchange 
needed for cash deals," said Jon- 
athan Bell, research manager for 
Batis Lid, a London firm provid- 
ing trade information and 
research. 

Countertrade 

Modem countertrade is a 
complex business, involving not 
just bartering goods for goods 
the way early civilisations did 
before people invent^ money, 
but various other kinds of 
reciprocal trade agreement too. 

Tliere is 'buyback' for ins- 
tance. where a firm gives a coun- 
try technology and agrees to be 
paid in goods it produces. 

In "counterpurchase," the 
seller buys something from the 
buyer in exchange. "Offset" 
involves an exporter agreeing to 
incorporate in his final product 
some part or parts product by 


the importing country. 

The extent of countertrade, 
long favoured by Communist 
countries, is hard to measure, 
^pent^g who you ask, it could 
account for anything from eight 
to 25 per cent of world trade. 

'The head of countertrade at a 
large British company said it 
made up a tiny proportion of its 
total exports but between 50 and 
100 per cent of sales to problem 
areas. 

Shrinking 

" I think sellers in the 1 990s are 
going to find rapidly shrinking 
area to export into where hard 
currency is available as 
payment," he said. 

The debt crisis meant demand 
for countertrade was increasing 
as Communist and Third World 
exporters faced the problem of 
how else they could fund 
imports. 

"My riew is that it is not going 
to gel any beuer." the executive 
said. 

"I believe that in the 1990s we 
shall all be searching for alter- 
native ways to do business, not 
necessarily through counter- 
trade. but through more creative 
ways of sefting — buyers helping 
sellers find outlets for tbeir 
goods, more goodwill." 

Traders often use barter to get 
round quota agreements, market 
sources said. 

They said Uganda produces 
more than its annual Inter- 


national Coffee Organisation 
(ICO) export quota of 142,800 
tonnes and barters the surplus 
with non-lCO countries in the 
Communist bloc and Third 
World, 

Libya is supplying U^mda 
with ^ million worth of oil in 
exchange for 3,000 tonnes of cof- 
fee. 

Fixed 

Members of the Organisation 
of {^troleum Exporting Coun- 
tries (Opec) use barter to ^de 
organisation fixed pricing 
agreements. 

Oil is a relatively serviceable 
means of exchange as the size, 
sophistication and efficiency of 
the world market means it can be 
converted into cash fairly easilv. 

Saudi Arabia bartered 400.000 
barrels per day of crude oil to 
Shell and British Petroleum to 
pay for Tornado and other war- 
planes worth S8 billion from 
Britain in June. 

Opec does not approN’C of bar- 
ter. but many of its member 
countries do it. Jonathan Bell at 
London's Batis Ltd said. 

He also said that the Inter- 
national Monetary Fund (IMF) 
"are on a downer on any kind of 
countertrade, but they will pve 
their tacit approval to offset 
deals. They lend to ask why 
goods can't be sold for cash 
which could then be used lo pay 
off debts to them or other 
creditors.” 


KARACHI, Jan 15. (Reuter); 
Pakistan's small investors can 
either put their money in the 
banks — annual return 12 to 16 
per cent — or they can opt for 
illidt private investment com- 
panies paying anywhere from SO 
to 1 50 per cent. 

Not surprisingly, the banks 
are losing out. They are in theory 
not allowed to charge interest at 
all as it is banned under Islamic 
banking rules. 

Devised 

And. although they have dev- 
ised ways of paying investors a 
return, such as profil-^nd-loss 
share accounts, the reward from 
the private players are so much 
higher that {xopleare flocking to 
them. 

They are convenient, profita- 
ble and totally illegal. 0 {xrating 
under the nose of the State (Cen- 
tral) Bank with no books, no 
taxes and no government con- 
trol. 

Bankers estimate several hun- 
dred companies regularly pay 
out interest at clients' doors. The 
more brazen even advertise in the 
press. 

The banks, slate-owned since 
1973. are up in arms about it. On 
January 7 the head of the Kara- 
chi Slock Exchange called for 
government action. * 

Two days later Finance Mini- 
ster Vasin Khan Wattoosaid the 
State Bank and corporate law 
authority were taking steps to 
put a stop to the practice. He 
promised 'severe' measures but 
gave no details. 

Jahan Ara, 38. a housewife 
with five children at school.

Delivers 

"A man delivers a small, white 
envelope containing 1,400 
rupees ($80) at my doorsi^ in 
the second week of ev^ month, 
without needing any si^ature," 
she says. "I use I.0(w rupees 
($57) a month to repay a loan and 
spend the rest." 

Thousands of other people in 
Karachi have pulled nest-eggs 
out from under the mattress, 
tempted by the interest rates. 
Others have encashed stocks, 
sold properly and withdrawn 
their savings from bank 
accounts, say slock and estate 
brokers. 

"Wcgel uplo lOpcrcent profit 
every month on our investments 
and pay back up to seven per 
cent," says investment company 
owner Abdul Razzaq. “We still 
make a profit." 

Most of the funds are invested 
in Karachi's flourishing real- 
estate and construction busine». 
where annual returns rise as high 
as lOOpercenL 

High rates 

Despite a creaking infrastruc- 
ture and occasional ethnic riots, 
the port city of over se\’en million 
is something of a boom town. It 
has close links with the Gulf and 
attracts up to 250,000 migrants, 
mainly from inside Pakistan, 
each year. 

Some of the money is lent at 


rates tq industrialists and;- 
imi)orters unable to obtauT 
captal from tbe government's 
buks because of tight credit 
polidte. 

Stock and estate dealers say 
some cash undoubtedly ends up 
in illegal businesses but little goes 
into Karachi's flourishing drugs 
trade. 

Bankers say the thriving illicit 
business is hampering govern- 
meni efforts to raise Pakistan's 
chronically low investment level, 
seen by both economists and the 
Slate bank as a major obstacle to 
national economic development. 

"It has definitely drained out 
money from saving accounts," 
said a branch manager of one of 
the five nationalised banks. 
Withdrawn 

"Most of the small depositors 
have drawn money," another 
said. '*We want more money in 
the savings accounts to extend 
loans to deserving people setting 
up industries." 

"Illegal and unethical deposit 
grabbers should be throughly 
and strictly scrutinised and 
brought under income tax and 
corporate investment rules with- 
out which none should be all- 
owed to operate," fulminated the 
stock exchange's new presidenL 
Bashir Jan Mohammad, in his 
inaugural speech. 

Not everyone sees the private 
companies as a threat Some ban- 
kers say they have luted away 
only a small production of the 
banks' business. 

A government economist also 
said the companies did not pose a 
long-term threat because most of 


tinis would have to turn 
police for help. 

Vanished ' 

Several companies ha 
indeed vanished with tht 
clients* funds, according to Sta 
Bank officials. But tbe tighll 
run illegal buunessKStill prq^ 
and without government acti> 
there seems little doubt they w 
continue to do so. 

Profit-conscious ' Pakistai 
are more inclined to put th( 
cash into such high-yield coi 
panies than into househc 
goods, books and luxury item: 

The banks are burdened by ?

patronage and heavy-hand 
government rules whiiA beds 
the economy.

Japan’s knife-and-fork capital grapples with strong yen woes I shipping movement! 


TSUBAME. Japan. Jan 15, 
(Reuter): For nearly a century, 
the mainstay of Tsubamc has 
been its knife-and-fork business, 
but in the land of chopsticks it 
has always depended on exports 
to stay alive. 

When the yen started its 
dramatic rise two years ago. it 
dealt a body blow to the cutlery 
industry in this northern Japan- 
ese town. 

"Endaka" (the high yenj 
raised the price of Japan's 
exports. Some Japanese indus- 
ines did better than others, 
thanks partly lo ample domestic 
demand. But the curllery makers 
of Tsubame w'eren'c so lucky. 

Punch 

"Wc got a double punch when 
the yen went sky-high," 
Tsubamc city official Tomiei 
Takahashi said. 

Now the tovim is fighting back 
with a new production policy 
boosting domestic sales and a 
marketing campaign that has 
publicised Tsubame as far afield 


as New York. 

Bui recent years have been 
tough. Even before the Japanese 
currency rose to postwar highs, 
Tsubame's livelihood as cutlery- 
makers was threatened by com- 
petition from lower-wage rivals 
South Korea and Taiwan, said 
'Takahashi. 

“They were cutting into our 
business even before 'endaka', 
but the 'endaka* things got infin- 
itely worse," he said. 

Bankrupt 

Tsubame, a town of 44,0(X) 
people which in 1985 exported 
some 85 percent ofitscullery. felt 
the shock almost immediately 
after the dollar began its slide in 
September 1985. 

Orders plummeted, and row 
after row of workshops were 
closed as workers were laid off. 
in 1 986. the president of a failing 
cutlery company committed 
suicide on the eve of his firm’s 
collapse. 

T wo other major cutlery mak- 


ers also went bankrupt, and 
about 10 changed lo other lines 
of business entirety to survive, 
said Kiyoshi Ohhashi of 
Tsubame's Japan Metal Cutlery 
Industry Association, the. 
cutlery workers' union. * 

Tsubame saw its cutleity 
exports drop 13.6 per cent in 
1985, and a further 26.7 percent 
in 1986. 

Many shops and restaurants 
on Tsubame's main shopping 
street have gone out of business. 

Camera show owner Masa- 
hiro Kubota is one of the last 
merchants still in business on his 
block. "It's been defu’essing from 
the beginning, but now it's only 
getting worse." he comF^ained. 

Took care 

Bui unemployment among 
cutlery makers is surprisingly 
low at about 300 from the indus- 
try’s total workforce of about 
6,000 p<rople. Ohhashi said. 

In this close-knit community 
where practically everyone 


knows each other, the safely net 
was held out for redundant 
silverware makers who were able 
to land jobs in the neighbour- 
hood workshops and factories, 
he said. 

The farms surrounding 
Tsubame look care of some dis- 
placed workers. “A lot of these 
guys are lucky — they have rice 
fields out back so they know 
they’ll at least have food." said 
colleague Shiro Kaneko. 

But the cruel reality was that 
Tsubame had to rethink its age- 
old dependence on exports if it 
was lo survive. 

As a stop-gap measure, man- 
ufacturers reduced their export- 
oriented production to 65 per 
cent and thus yielded a growing 
share of the lower-pricra stain- 
less steel market to South Korea 
and Taiwan, Kaneko said. 

TacHc 

Instead, they're concentrating 
on manufacturing higher- 
quality stainless goods, a field in 
which the newly industrialised 


nations are not yet competitive 

Another ta^'c is to tum 
Tsubame's traditional strength 
in metal-working towards more 
viable — and less export-reliant 
— areas like auto parts and 
medical equipment, Kaneko 
said. 

Yet another strategy is to 
mount a public relations cam- 
paign to beat the drum for 
Tsubame. 

Kaneko and Ohhashi recently 
took the Tsubame case on the 
road lo New York, where in 
November they opened a per- 
manent cutlery exhibit. 

The exhibit puts them along- 
side the lop sterling silverware 
makers of the world like US 
silversmiths Gorham and 
Oneida. 

"It does nobody any good to 
sit around and moan utoui the 
dollar dropping." Ohhashi said. 
“This way we’re out there right 
next to the big boys, showing 
them we're stjll very much 
around."

India rout W. Indies to level series 


madras, India, Jan 15. 
(^Reuter): Teenage leg break 
bowler Narendra Hirwani 
became today only the second 
bowler in Test cricket history to 
claim 16 wickets on his debut as 
India thrashed West Indies by 
255 runs in the fourth and final 
TesL 

The match was over before tea 
on the fourth day, leaving the 
series level at 1-1. 

Hirwani, 19, exploited a dif- 
ficult pitch magnificently to take 
eight for 75 in West Indies* 
second innings total of 160 to 
give him match figures of 16 for 
136. 

Claim 

India had earlier taken their 
overnight total of 18 1 for four to 
2 1 7 for eight before declaring to 
leave West Indies 41 6 to win. 

The only other bowler to claim 
16 wickets on his Test debut is 
Australia's Bob Massie, who 
look 16 for 137 against England 
at Lord's in 1972. 

Hirwani, aided by four stump- 
ing from IGran More, extract^ 
vicious turn from a pitch which 
West Indies have formally com- 
plained about to the Indian 
Board of Control. 

Only Gus Logie and Qyde 
Butts showed any defiance, with 


Logie using his feet well to 
smother the spin. 

The diminutive Lo^e scored 
67 off 62 deliveries, including 
eight fours and two sixes, before 
he was stumped. 

He had added 6 1 in 43 minutes 
with Butts, who made 38 includ- 
ing three sixes before ^ying Hir- 
wani to extra cover where Ajay 
Sharma held the easy catch. 

Hirwani, who took more wick- 
ets in one Test than any other 
Indian bowler, began the rout 
before lunch when Wl Simmons 
hit a full toss straight to Mohin- 
der Amamath a t mid-on when be 
was on 14. 

Desmond Haynes was leg 
before soon after lunch for six 
and wickets fell quickly until 
Logie and Butts came together. 

^chie Richardson wascauj^i 
by Amamath off off-spinner 
Arshad Ayub for seven but Hir- 
wani claimed the crudal wicket 
of captain Viv Richards, caught 
off a top edge at second slip by 
Kapil Dev for four. 

Carl Hooper was stumped for 
eight, Jeff Dujon went for two 
and Winston Davis for seven. 

Another Test debutant, Ven- 
kat Raman, claimed the wicket 
of Courtney Walsh for a duck 
with the aid of another More

Yesterday West Indies for- 
mally complained to the Board 
of Control for Cricket in India 
(BCCI) about the wicket 
prepared for the Madras Test, 
the touring team’s assistant man- 
ager said today.

CHRISTCHURCH, New Zea- 
land, Jan IS, (Reuter): England 
cricket captain Mike Gatting 
received a letter of regret from 
Pakistani umpire Shakoor Rana 
but it was not published because 
it did not amount to an apolo^, 
tour manager Peter Lush said 
today. 

Lush confirmed a report in the 
Pakistan Times that Gatting 
received the letter during the 
third Test in Karachi. 

It was written after Gatting 
apologised to Shakoor for his 
part in a blunt exchange of words 
during the second Test at Faisal- 
bad. 

Lush told a news conference 
after the England team arrived in 
New Zealand that the letter was 
received on the second day of the 
third Test in Karachi. 

■^There was ''a, question 
whether it was to be published — 
the reason it was not published 
was that the letter was not what 
we expected it to be. We expiected 
an apology and it didn't contain 
that,” Lush said. 

Surprise 

He said it was not a suipise Co 
receive the letter — but its con- 
tents were a surprise. 

Shakoor's letter said: “Having 
thought about the Faisalabad 
match and your gracious 
apology, I feel that the ftiture of 
cricketing relations between 
Pakistan and England would be 
helped if f too expressed my 
regrets over the incident. I hoj^ 
you accept this in the qnrit it is 
^ven." 

‘There is a significant dif- 
ference between a letter of regret 
and an apology," Lush said. 

“If you publish something at 
the time which doesn't meet the 
bill then ail it does isca use further 
aggravation by saying the letter 
is not satisfactoiy.” 

Gatting told the news con- 
ference: “It (the letter) would not 
have met Mr Rana's bill — he 
wanted an apology.” 

The Pakistan Times said it was 
understood that Gatting would 
release the fetter to the media. 
“But the England captain 
apparently kept the letter to him- 
self, because obviously it did not 
suit his ends nor that of the Exi^- 
ish louring team.” 

Lush said he did not want the 
matter to go any further. “As far 
as I'm concerned, and everybody 
else here, the I^kistan tour is 
finished, dead and buried and all 
that occurred there. 

“ I want everyone here to know 
we don't propose getting 
involved in any discussion, wran- 
gles or anything else like that as 
regards to umpires’ decisions,” 
Lush said. 

G^ng said he was aware the 
row in Pakistan had put his team 
and his captaincy under pres- 
sure.

Arsenal, whose own cham- 
pionship challenge has faded 
with a recent loss of form, beat 
Liverpool in last season's Engl-

Liverpool's current run has set 
them up to challenge several 
long-standing English soccer 
records with Leeds’ 29-match 
unbeaten run from the start of 
the 1 973-74 under most threat at 
present.
